THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
[L. s.] | 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Merrvmack, in the County 
of Hallsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs : by 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Merrimack on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing, and three Selectmen: one for three years, one for two 
years, and one for one year; one trustee of the Trust funds, 
and one Library trustee for three years. 


2. To bring in your ballots upon each of the questions 
submitted by the Convention to Revise the Constitution, rela- 
tive to the amendments proposed by said Convention at a 
session held on January 28, 1921. 


3. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion of the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways or take any action 
relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the 
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maintenance of the state highway or take any action relating 
thereto.

’. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 


for the town library, 


8. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for Memorial Day. 


9. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on the. 
early payment of taxes and make an appropriation of the 
same, 


10. ‘To see if the town will vote to appropriate the tax re- 
ceived by the town on the Gage fund from the savings banks 
for the year ending January 31, 1921, and add the same to 
the income of said fund. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to pay the interest on the 
trust funds raised by the town. 


12. To see if the town will vote to erect guide boards 
and raise or appropriate money for the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to build jointly with the 
state of New Hampshire, a concrete arch and girder bridge 
over the Souhegan river in Merrimack village at W. H. McEI- 
wain factory, and raise or appropriate money for the same, or 
take any action relating thereto. 


15. To see if the town will vote to build a permanent 
bridge or take any action relating thereto, and raise or appro- 
priate money for the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to observe Old Home 
Day and raise or appropriate money for the same. 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure Federal and State 
aid for the suppression of the white pine blister rust or take 
any action relating thereto. 


18. To see if the town will vote to purchase curtains and 
scenery for the stage in the Town hall and raise or appropri- 
ate money for the same or take any action relating thereto. 

19. To hear the reports of the town officers and transact 
any other business that may legally come before the meeting, 
and to raise and appropriate money for the same.

At the town meeting in March, 1920, $500 was voted 
for library uses. 

By the will of the late Louise M. Jones, $150 wag left 
to the library, to be spent for any needed accessories in the 
new library building; when completed; also all of her 
books (over 150), most of which have not been listed, for 
lack of switable shelf room. Many of these books are 
‘large and valuable, and are stored, together with as many 
more previous'y received as gifts from other sources and 
which, when made available to the public, will add ma- 
terially to the value of the library. 

When the war made it necessary to reduce expenses, 
only the better classes of periodicals were retained, and al] 
fiction magazines were dropped. There is much call for 
the fiction magazines, and if subscribers to this class, who 
do not care to preserve them, will donate them to the l- 
brary, they will be greatly appreciated. 

Our bill for periodicals last year appears large, but 
money has been saved to the library through securing two 
or more years’ subscriptions to several magazines, at con- 
siderable reduction, aud next year’s bill will be smaller. 

On the other hand, an unusual number of books have 
been bought for less money than for several years, through 
taking advantage of the Goodman fire sale last March, 
when 70 books were bought at an average of less than one 
fourth the usual price. 

Many of the books that have been in use for years are 
worn out, and should be discarded, and more are in need 
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of repairs, and our bills for binding must necessarily in- 
crease each year.

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Report of the Superintendent 


T'0 the School Board of Merrimack, Greeting: 

Herewith I submit my second annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools, to which I have attached an ex- 
tract from the general statistics for the school year ending 
August 31, 1920, and reports from Headmaster Sleeper, 
Submaster Sandberg, and Miss Hathaway. 

A whole school year has now elapsed and we are well 
advanced on the second year of the administration of the 
schools under the supervision of the state board of educa- 
tion. Permit me at this time to call your attention to a 
few points in the working of the new plan relative to the 
financing of our publie schools in this union. 

Fortunately, for many of the towns in the state, the 
statute under which we are working went into effect at 
just the time when the cost of maintaining schools had 
advaneed ir a measure commensurate with the rise in the 
maintenance of all other activities, whether public or pri- 
vate. ‘Teachers’ contracts for service being made for long 
terms had naturally not been affected by the general rise 
in wages to the same degree as had remuneration for other 
kinds of service. As books are manufactured in large 
quantities for future sales, the price of this school neces- 
sity did not advance until long after the rise in general 
commodities. Fuel has steadily advanced during the last 
eighteen months. The cost of all general supplies and 
ordinary repairs have been on a level with war prices. 
Upon districts paying tuition to other school districts 
there has been an additional charge of from thirty-three 
per cent up. It naturally follows that the cost of schools 
at the present time is higher than it has ever been before. 
Though there does not seem to be any immediate prospect 
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of any chance of cutting to any great extent the cost of 
inaintaiming schools of equal efficiency, there is also the 
probability that the per capita cost of maintenance need 
not be increased in the near future. . 

Under the provisions of both the old and ant new law, 
the state board distributed funds to the towns of this 
union to equalize the burden of maintaining public schools 
for the school year of 1919-20, as follows: | Hudson, 
$3,188.78; Pelham, $897.78; Hollis, $566.47; Merrimack 
anl Litchfield, nothing. For the same purpose the state 
board proposes to distribute funds for the present school 
year as follows: Hudson, $7,586.45; Pelham, $4,384.01; 
Hollis, $2,086.82; Merrimack, $2,143.23; and Litchfield, 
nothing. ‘These towns paid this last year in state taxes 
for all school purposes, including the funds from which 
the superintendent is paid, as follows: Hiudson, 
$1,971.54; Pelham, $1,112.48; Hollis, $1,220.03; Mer- 
rimack, $1,971.54; Litchfield, $501.37. 

Without regard to the merits of the law, such has been 
the operation of the statute in this union. The effect on 
the tax rate in some of these towns of a reversion to the 
provisions of the old Jaw would seem to be evident. 

I have caused to be given in all of the schools, in all 
erades above the second, in the months of October and 
February, standardized tests as follows: the Adams test 
in reading. scoring for both speed and comprehension; the 
Ayers test in handwriting, marking both speed and legi- 
bility; the vers test in spelling; and the Harvard-New- 
ton test in composition. The markings have been care- 
fully recorded and will be preserved for comparison with 
the results of the same or similar tests given in May of 
this vear. These tests have been prepared by educators 
of knewn ability. The explicit directions giving and scor- 
ing have largely eliminated the personal equation in mark- 
ing. The standardizing of these tests makes them a basis 
for comparison with other school systems. They will re- 
veal the standing of the various classes of our schools as 
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compared with similar classes throughout the country, and 
will offer a basis for individual promotion. These tests 
have also proved valuable in revealing weak points, where 
greater emphasis in drill or care in presentation is needed. 
An exhaustive study of the results of these tests at the 
close of the year will prove both interesting and of great 
help in planning the work of the next year. 

The report of your school nurse, with McGaw omitted, 
shows: number of pupils examined, 159; suffering from 
defective vision, 10; from perdiculosis, 4; from defective 
teeth, 99 ; from hypertrophied tonsils, 63 ; from orthopedic 
defects, 2; and unvaccinated without proper excuse, 7; 
number of cases treated since the last examination: for 
defective vision, 7; for defective teeth, 24: for hypertro- 
phied tonsils, 7. The total of 38 cases treated since last 
year offers some encouragement, but there remain, disre- 
garding vaccination and perdiculosis, 174 cases of remedi- 
able defects which have not received attention. This 
shows that there is still in Merrimack a wide field for the 
labors of a school nurse. It is also doubtless true with 
us, as has been found to be the case elsewhere, that a large 
per cent of the school children are suffering from mal- 
nutrition. Jt would be especially creditable for Merri- 
mack to be one of the pioneer communities to give atten- 
tion to this matter. J feel that American carelessness or 
indifference in the matter of the physical welfare of chil- 
dren is one of the greatest crimes of modern civilization. 

With an expression of appreciation of the consideration 
and co-operation of the board, loyalty of the teachers, and 
cordiality of the people in general, this report is respect- 
fully submitted.

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To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Again it becomes the laborious duty of the teachers and 
headmaster of your own high school to make their official 
reports. Jt is with a sense of deep satisfaction that we 
do this—satisfaction that comes only as a result of sincere 
and honest effort. Our ambition has been to see your 
high school grow and develop, and now we feel that we 
are rapidly approaching a time when we are nearing the 
realization of our goal. 

We have been most ably assisted in our endeavors by the 
faithful service of Mr. Sandberg, who remained with us 
this year, and Miss Marion Hathaway, who comes to us 
from Keene Normal. Miss Hathaway has already dem- 
onstrated by her untiring interest that she is a most valu- 
able addition to the faculty. It is a decided advantage 
_to the school to have at least two members of last year’s 
faculty return. In the first place, the old pupils are fa- 
miliar with our ways and methods, and in the second 
place we are able to resume our work at the point where 
we left off. 

Last year we had our problems in discipline, which in- 
terfered at times with the general routine of school work. 
This year, however, there has been little demand for se- 
vere disciplinary measures; hence, more time, thought and 
energy have been devoted to the real development of school 
life. The pupils have caught the spirit of co-operation in 
play, in life, and in their school work. This co-opera- 
tion hias been exemplified in their playground work and in 
numerous school activities. . One example of this co- 
operation was the amount of money raised by pupils of 
the school for the Hoover Relief Fund, which totaled at 
the end of ten days, $32.75. 

If anything can be gleaned as to the condition of the 
school by comparison, it is interesting to note thiat at the 
opening of school one year ago 27 pupils entered. Of 
this number, 5 dropped out during the year. At the open- 
ing of school this year, 35 pupils were admitted. Of this 
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pumber only 2 have left scheol to date; both cases caused 
_ by illness. SOM Se

To the Headmaster of Merrimack High School: 

Language is one of the most important of human 
achievements. | Without language, all other human. ac- 
tivities in modern times would. be practically impossible ; 
hence the importance of language study in high school, 

In our English courses we are trying to give our stu- 
dents whiat they will need for practical purposes. It is to 
be regretted that many students come to high school poorly 
prepared in the rudiments of English composition.. We 
are trying to give the students what they need: practice 
in writing their mother-tongue, which will train them to 
write accurately and to think carefully whenever they 
have occasion for doing any writing. 

In addition to written work, we are attempting in our 
English studies to learn to appreciate good books, and we 
are doing the best we can- with our limited resources to 
promote this worthy cause. . | 


Foreign Languages (French and Latin). 


One of the main purposes of foreign language study is 
the development, in the pupil, of a feeling of intimacy and 
relationship with our foreign neighbors, who live within 
our own country, as well as those who live outside of our 
own country. The French people have accomplished 
something in the promotion of civilization, and they have 
been enabled to do so, in part, on account of their won- 
derful language. In the study of French, we are made 
familiar with French habits of thought and action, which, 
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although different in many respects from our own, are yet 
productive of worthy results. We hope to promote broth- 
erly feeling between foreigners and Ameriean-born by a 
study of at least one foreign language. 

In our study of Latin we aim to acquaint the pupils 
with the spirit of a people which once were the greatest 
people on the world—the Romans. There is no better 
way to study a people’s ideals and deeds than to familiar- 
ize oneself; first of all, with its language. 

A co-ordinate motive in the study of Latin is the im- 
provement of the student’s vocabulary in his mother- 
tongue, and this phase of our work has had very satis- 
factory results. 

We wish to state that we have been partially successful 
in our efforts at improvement, and we hope that our work 
may have beneficial results in the future.

To Mr. Sleeper, Headmaster Merrimack High School: 
Domestic Science, in the high school, gives the girls of 
today an opportunity to learn those subjects which they are 
unable, in many cases, to learn at home, because it is easier 
for tired mothers to do a thing themselves than it is to teach 
the children. We all know it is not only easier, but it saves 
time; yet some day those very children who were not taught 
to sew, cook and manage household duties, are the very girls 
who must learn through sad experiences, as many others have, 
in homes of their own. We are trying to give the girls those 
fundamentals which will always be of use and a help to 
them. ‘The interest and results obtained are most worthy of 
mention. In cooking, the girls did considerable canning 
last fall, for their parents. The following are what were 
accomplished: tomatoes, one dozen jars; carrots, six dozen 
jars; shelled beans, two pints; crab-apples, two quarts; beets, 
two quarts; pears, one quart. For jelly and marmalale we 
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made twenty-nine glasses, and at the same time the girls 
learned the causes of poor jelly. At different times we have 
made cookies, cakes, and scalloped dishes for the neighbors. 
In all our work the girls have brought their own materials 
from home to cook and carried the finished product home. 
Great interest, enthusiasm, and care has been shown on the 
part of the pupils, as to who can make the best pies, cakes, 
cookies, etc., to carry home successfully. In the study of 
cakes and cookies, we found that one only needs to know 
the general proportions for either a plain cake or cookie, 
and then vary the above with different flavorings, fillings or 
frostings, therefore eliminate the cook book with sixty odd 
recipes, where there are many fancy names and the »:neral 
proportion the same and the flavor only differs. Causes of a 
coarse-grained cake and bursting and cracking have been 
studied: also the reason for cooking, method of cooking, gen- 
eral rules for planning, preparing and serving of meals, 
styles of service and table manners. Since cold weather, the 
girls have prepared one hot dish for school lunches every day, 
such as soups, scalloped dishes, etc. We have served four out 
of nine meals, which is required by the state. 

In sewing, the class has been divided into two groups so 
that more individual work can be accomplished. ‘The girls 
are more than delighted to think they are able to make petti- 
coats, nightgowns, cooking aprons, bureau covers, embroid- 
ered nightdresses, bungalow aprons, ete., for themselves. At 
present some of the girls are making plaid dresses and gar. 
ments either for themselves or their younger sisters. 

Other subjects in this course are physiology and nursing, 
which are alternated with household appliances.
